“The record shows a ceaseless 
campaign of ideological, political, 
economic and, when necessary, mil- 
itary aggression—a cold war in 
which their nonmilitary subver- 
sive, forces are backed up by the 
world’s largest military machine,” 
he said. 

To emphasize what he called the 
vast sweep of Communist aggres- 
sion, Symington said there are now 
800,000,000 Communists and Com- 
munist-dominated peoples in the 
world—an increase of 588,000,000 
or nearly 300 percent in less than 
10 years.

National Crime Investigation 


Through vigilance by law enforcement 
officers and honesty of our officials, the 


_ Atlanta area is practically free of or- 


ganized crime. 

Few other sizable cities are so fortu- 
nate. In fact, the rapid growth of the 
criminal network, which has spread into 
almost every city in the land, has become 
so sérious that the recent conference of 
mayors asked Federal intervention.

Test the Peace Officers’ 


It is best for those who hope to benefit 
from it, as well as for the State-at large, 
that the validity of the peace officers’ pen- 
sion law be tested in the courts. 

The City of East Point now has ques- 
tioned constitutionality of the act and has 
refused to make payments to the benefit 
fund established by the last session of the 
General Assembly. It will save a great 
deal of confusion and uncertainty to get 
the situation cleared up in the courts once 
and for all.

We also 
said the provision partially financing the 
pension fund by assessments on fines was 
inherently bad. The Legislature dropped 
the first_provision but retained the sec- 
ond, though the five-man board adminis- 
tering the fund includes the President of

And, obviously, if it is going to 
benefit them it must be unquestionably 
legal. There seems to be sufficient doubt 
about the present law to warrant an ap- 
peal to the courts. The quicker a test case 
can be brought the sooner peace officers 
can be assured of receiving the pensions 
the General Assembly and the people be- 
lieve they should have. 


History Will Give the Final Verdict 


WASHINGTON—It was five years ago this week that the world received the shocking news of 


President Roosevelt’s sudden death. 


No man of our time left a greater imprint. 


The news was 


all the more shocking for the reason that the public had been given no intimation of any de 


terioration in the President's health. 

He had returned from the Yalta conference 
a short time before, looking Yired and exceed- 
ingly weary, to be sure. Also for the first time 
in his long White House tenure he appeared be- 
fore a joint session of Congress in a wheel chair, 
rather than on his brace-supported legs. But no 
one had attached any special significance to this. 

Shortly thereafter he went to his favorite 
resort of Warm Springs, Ga., for a much-needed 
rest, and it was while he was there that the 
end came from a sudden stroke. 


Hitler lived te receive and gloat ever the 


political clamor over his name until the down- 
fall of France. But that seemed to be the de- 
ciding factor with him. Up until then no one 
could say he would accept a third-term nomi- 
nation. But the day the Germans moved into 
Paris odds-on bets were offered around the Na- 
tional Press Club, a meeting ground for Gov- 
ernment officials and congressional leaders, that 
Roosevelt would both be renominated and re- 
elected. There were no takers. 

In that way the sentiment of the country 
was accurately reflected. Roosevelt ran for a 
third term not so much from choice as neces- 
sity. The size of his subsequent majority, piled 
up in the face of the long-standing tradition 
against a President serving more than two terms, 
showed that the country demanded that he 
carry on. 

As for the fourth term, that came as a mat- 
ter of course. The war was still on and there 
was no thought among the vast majority of the

Strength It is a time, too, when we seek to estimate our 
strength. Was Thomas Jefferson right when he 
said he trusted the common sense af the American people? Was 
it common sense or was it the inertia of the people? If it be 
inertia, why is it that in times of great stress the masses of people 
have come through well: have reacted almost invariably in the 
proper manner and with the necessary strength? 

Is it common sense or is it something within the people? Is 
it a feeling for humanity? Is it a groping for brotherhood? Is 
it a reaction against cruelty or inhumanity. 

What have centuries of.Christianity done for us anyhow? 

In 410 A D Seventy-three years after the death of the Em- 

*™** peror Constantine, the first Christian emperor, 
great Rome was sacked. The Goths and a horde of nondescript 
allies came over the walls, plundered and killed, looted and lusted 
for a week, and moved on. 

The story ran that within the city there had been those who 
opened gates and let ropes down the walls. 

A curious development took place. When the drunken, vic- 
torious mob had gone on and left the city to lick its wounds, and 
count its dead, a story, soon confirmed as truth, swept the farthest 
corner of the ancient capital. 

It was that none of the Christian churches was touched. None 
who fled into them was harmed, whether pagan or Christian. 

Christianity was then young. It had not reached the ears of 
many men. There was a reason the vandals knew it. Constantine 
had never liked Rome. He had started Byzantium on its way to 
glory and conquest by making Constantinople his Christian capi- 
tal. He was rarely in Rome. In the years of his life the raw, 
disputed young Chfistian ideal and concept had reached out far 
enough so that a horde of roving soldiers, little more than bar- 
barians in the true meaning of the word, were impressed with it 
to the extent they recognized a small part of its meaning and 
spared all those who physically associated themselves with the 
only representation the vandals understood—the churches. 


It was this very fact, however, which led the peo- 

Scapegoat ple to a decision which is uncomfortably familiar 
—the establishment of a scapegoat. 

“There are too many foreigners among us,”. they said, classify- 
ing the Christians as foreigners because they were “different.” 

“We are come on evil days,” they said, “because we have neg- 
‘lected our temples and our gods such as our forefathers wor- 
shipped.” eal 

There arose in Rome a clamor to return to the old-time religion 
and to the ways of the founding fathers. They said, “The Chris- 
tians have caused this dry rot in our government. We have been 
deceived by them into worshipping false gods. The days when 
we worshipped our emperors were stronger days.” 

The Christian became the scapegoat. 

But great Rome was finished. 


Change History was working its slow change. The Christian 

influence was to continue until it became a part of 
the being and the mind of millions of people, many of whom were 
not conscious of it. It was to become so much a part of them 
it became their great reservoir of strength since it became a force 
which caused them to react a certain way toward great human 
problems without rationalization or deep analysis. It was to be 
the one great force which pushed Christian nations far ahead of 
others in education and material and spiritual progress. 

Confronted today by a new world situation, when two great 
powers reach toward one another like blind wrestlers seeking to 
come to grips, and yet fearing to, it is this instinctive power 
within the American people which sustains them. They are fear- 
ful, but not afraid. They are worried, but do not despair. They 
fret, but are not hysterical, That element within them, be it com- 
mon sense or inertia, causes them to work, to hope and to believe 
and to keep their faces toward an expanding future. 

That element, or force, has grown from the same seed which 
was first seen in significant expression in the sacking of Rome in 
410 A. D. 


JOSEPH ALSOP 
A Gauge to Russia's Progress 


VIENNA, Austria—Beneath the exquisite baroque surface of 
this old city, there are some strange goings on. Vienna is the great 
spy center of postwar Europe. The rival intelligence services even 
conduct private wars with one another. Bad feeling between the 
Yugoslavs and satellite powers, for instance, is said to be the cause 
of the somewhat startling recent appearance of a whole crop of 
nine bodies in the Danube. 

What is considerably more important, Vienna is also the. main 
entrepot for trade between the Soviet empire and Western Europe. 

The data available here, it must be added, are far frcm reas- 
suring. On the one hand, there is nothing about the Soviet trading 
activities in Vienna to suggest the existence of the desperate short- 
ages of special equipment and mechanisms that have always been 
expected to slow the completion of the Soviet war machine. On 
the other hand, there is everything to suggest that the level and 
intensity of production of weapons beyond the iron curtain even 
surpasses what was seen during the last war. 


Prizes The positive evidence is particularly disconcerting. As 
everyone knows who is familiar with the pattern of 
European armaments production, the two great Soviet prizes in 
the satellite states were the Skoda works in Czechoslovakia and 
the Manfred Weiss works in Hungary. At the end of the war, 
production at both Skoda and Manfred Weiss had collapsed. 
Skoda suffered the additional blow of the expulsion from Czecho- 
slovakia of a large part of its Sudeten-German skilled labor force. 
Now, on the contrary, production at Skoda has reached wartime 
levels. At the Manfred Weiss works, where the prewar labor force 
was 16,000 men, nearly three times that number, or 45,000 men, 
are riow working around the clock. Many kinds of wéapons, from 
bazookas to cannon, are being produced. These two great plants 
are now being operated by the Kremlin as hard as Hitler ever 
worked them. 


Steel This information, which is what the intelligence services 
would classify as 1A, fits perfectly, moreover, with the 
more fragmentary data available in Germany. There, on the one 
hand, the Duesseldorf leaders, who still go regularly to the Soviet 
zone, will tell you that the East German industries received over 
500,000 tons of steel—and steel of high quality, too—from the 
Soviet Union in the past year. 
same German business leaders also forecast that the 
westward shipment of steel from Russia should reach 1,000,000 
next year, thus indirectly supporting reports from other 
sources of important Soviet successes in expanding home steel 
output. In the same line are other German reports of large pro- 
duction of improved V-2s and other guided missiles in East Ger- 
man factories. 

To this positive evidence of a powerful and effective Soviet 
war effort, must also be added the negative evidence. 
The sharp eyes in Vienna—and these eyes are very sharp indeed,

Pressure The hardest thing to handle in college football is the 
overimportance of the sport. It is a great game— 
but there are other fine games. It isn’t a matter of life, death, 
happiness and the wealth of nations. The insane desire for win- 
ning teams has come close to wrecking the entire structure. 
The sanity code has a combination: tidal wave and earth- 
quake to handle before it can bring any common sense to 
the tangled scramble now going on in too many colleges. 
There are too many colleges who are wandering too far away 
for their talent, 1,000 or 1,500 miles. This is always the tip-off. 
There are still too many coaches who are forced to save their own 
necks and their own jobs by turning tricks they don’t care for, and 
would never do unless forced by student bodies and alumni.
